1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment and remarks filed 08/08/2006, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 , 4, 15 and 21 under second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112, have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn.

portion of the fluid exhausted by the fluid-powered motor past a portion of the fluid 
distribution system located adjacent to at least a portion of the imaging device to cool 
the imaging device" as cited in the independent claims 1, 15, 21, 25 and similar 
limitations in claim 9, renumbered as 1, 8, 14, 20 and 24. 

Claims 2, 4 - 8, 10 - 14, 16 - 20, 22 - 24 and 26 - 30, renumbered as 2, 3 - 7, 9 - 13, 
1 5 - 1 9, 21 - 23 and 25 - 29 are allowed with respect to dependency to the above 
allowable independent claims.
